POST OFFICE ROUTES CHANGE

More Streets to he Served 

Mail delivery will be extend- 
ed to 16 streets in Wilmington 
on January 7th, streets which 
now are not being served by 
any carrier, according to Post 
Master Henry D. Porter. 

Rural Routes and Mounted Car- 
rier Routes are to be extended 
in many parts of the tom. 

RFD Service will be extended 
to Roberts Koad (off Burling- 
ton Avenue), Kendall Street as 
far as the MacBachern home 
Longview Road, Carolyn Road, 
Grant Street, Wilson Street, 
Lincoln Street, Pershing 
Street, Liberty Street and 
Concord Street. 

The present RFD service to 
Lawrence Street and Lawrence 
Court will be discontinued and 
@ Mounted City Carrier route 
will service all homes on 
these streets. Those homes 
on Lawrence St. and Court 
which have had North Wilming- 
ton addresses will have their 
addresses changed to Wilmbing- 
ton, as the mailman will work 
out of the Wilmington Post 
Office. 

Also to be given Mounted Car- 
rier Service will be Wood] awn 
Avenue (off Woburn Street), 
Nassau Avenue, Ferguson Road, 
Wilton Park and Carter Lane, 
the last four being off Shaw- 
sheen Avenue. 

All Rural Routes (i.e. RFD) 
operate out of the North Wil- 
mington postoffice. Rural 
carriers sell st@Mps, and ac- 
cept packages for mailing, and 
perform other services which 
other mail carriers are not 
allowed to do.

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EDUCATION FOR TRAINABLE CHILDREN 

In the lexicon of educators there is a spe- 
cial meaning to the phrase "trainable children" 
They are referring to those children who, by 
reason of an accident in birth, or for other 
cause are not able to keep up with the normal 
child in his studies. 

In former times these children were relega- 
ted to the chimney corner, to sit out their 
lives, but modern civilization has taken cogni- 
zance of them, and in our Commonweal th of Mass— 
achusetts special funds are available. 

In some instances trainable children are 
able to support themselves, if given a proper 
start in life. It takes a special teacher to do 
this. 

The Commonwealth re-imburses towns or cities 
up to 50% for these teachers, who get a larger 
salary than does the average teacher. 

Wilmington, in 1960, had three "trainable 
children". In 1961 it expects to have several 
more. 

We have been sending these children to a 
special class in Wakefield, depending on the 
good will of that town, because the facilities 
there are limited. We have paid $500 a year for 
each child, and have also paid $1200 in taxi 
bills. 

But with five or six children of this type 
to be trained, the 1961 School Budget is being 
changed. Wilmington is now going to have its 
own class of "trainable children". 

The teacher will receive $6000 a year. $3000 
will be reimbursed, by the state. 

If there should be six children this year 
the $3000 will cost just what we would have 
paid for tuition, and there will be much small 
er, if any taxi bills to foot. 

But there is still another advantage in 
having our own class, in Wilmington. 

Such a class lasts 24 to 3 hours, daily. I 
we have five or six of these children the tea- 
cher will be occupied for the morning hours, 
and will be free for the afternoon. 

A second class could be had in the afternoon| 
for children from nearby communities. 

Our Trainable Class could very well be sel 
supporting, right from the start. 


THE SCHOOL BUDGET LOOKS UP 

One of the more difficult things that had to 
be done this year was to choose a worthy suc- 
cessor to John Collins, our Superintendent of 
Schools. 

Mr. Collins was a well liked man, who chose 
to accept a better position in New York. To 
fill his position was not an easy task. 

But let us say that in the person of Harold 
P. Shea our School Committee has done a very 
fine job. 

Well versed in Secondary Education Mr. Shea 
has appeared before some of our people, and has 
made a wonderful impression. His plans for the 
upgrading of Wilmington's schools have been ex— 
Plained to the Baldwin Club, and later to the 
Lions Club. They promise well. 

For Mr. Shea sees no reason why the children 
of Wilmington should have to take a back seat 
just because they were educated in a smaller 
town. He is actively interested in bettering 
our educational system, and he knows how to do 
what he is planning. 

It is this knowledge that makes the $126,000 
increase in school costs this year a little 
more palatable. 

Most of the increases had already been for- 
seen. When we voted in Town Meeting for a new 
school off Glen Road, and another off Boutwell 
Street we knew we were increasing the tax bur- 
den of Wilmington by about $3 for each school, 
per thousand dollars valuation. 

But the mechanical increase of ,osts, with- 
out understanding what is being done is a poor 
solace to the tax payer. 

The Key to the 1961 Budget is two-fold. 

Improvement in Guidance, and Improvement in 
the operational status of the Department Heads 
are the goals of Mr. Shea, in 1961. 

Both are important, and we are happy that 
these points have been recognized.

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THE NIGHT AFTER CHRISTHAS 


It’s obvious that children’s presents 


Do not need built-in obsolescence. 


Our youngsters, when they enter High School, 
and even before, are in the most important 
period of their lives. They are making deci- 
sions which will affect them for many years to 
come. They are in need of guidance, as never 
before, expert guidance. So, for a matter of 
fact, are the parents of those youngsters. 

The brilliant scholar, and the dullard, both 
need to be shown the best path of study. 

In past years, in education, much time has 
been expended on the dullard. 

Now, in Wilmington, without stopping the ne- 
cessary help for the dullard, there is to be 
also an emphasis on helping the brilliant 
scholar. It is possible, as Mr. Shea explains, 
because the school system has grown to the size 
where such things can be done. 

There are to be 11 new teachers this year. 
One of these will assist the Guidance Counselor 
in his studies and recommendations to the pu- 
pils. This is as it should be. 

Another teacher is to relieve pert of the 
work load of the Department Heads. 

The Department Heads, especially those in 
the "humanities", the five basic studies, Eng- 
lish, Mathematics, Social Studies, Science and 
Foreign Languages, need to have time to keep 
their programs up to date. 

In the 1961 budget more time is being allo- 
cated for the Department Heads to better super- 
vise the teachers under their control, and to 
Plan and keep abreast of the developments in 
their particular department. 

These are the things that count, to have 
teachers who are able to help the youngster 
Plan his course of studies and to have teachers 
who understand thoroughly the courses of stu- 
dies taken. 

Eight teachers are necessary, just for the 
growth of the schools. The additional two, 
Planned to help as described above are just as 
necessary. 

We are nappy that we have a man in charge 
who can see these things, who can plan accord- 
ingly, and who is leading our School Department 
into a position worthy of the town. 


There are more things, too. 

Mr. Shea, for instance, is planning changes 
in the library situation in our schools.:-The 
new school, just voted to be built off Salem 
Street, is to have a library near the front 
door, where it might possibly, in the years to 
come be also used as a branch of our Public 
Library. Each of the three Intermediate Schools 
which will have to be built in the next ten 
years are to have this feature. 

We have seen, practically daily, in our 
small public library, the more conscientious of 
our youngsters fill the building each afternoon 
crowding at the one table available. 

Mr. Shea has taken cognizance of this. The 
Intermediate Schools will take a part of this 
burden. The High School library hours too, will 
probably be shifted, so as to allow more time 
for after school research. 

Wilmington is fortunate in the choice of the 
School Committee for a new Superintendent of 
Schools.
